A afvorable majority and adverse mi 
nority report were presented in the sen­ 
ate on the W illiams intangible tax bill, 
also on Representative Rove’s gross re­ 
ceipts bill, which places a tax on re­ 
ceipts of certain corporations.

IN MEMORY OF HARRISON CRENSHAW. 


The subject of this sketch was 
born in Hancock county Illinois, 
near the city of Quincy Feb. 12th 
1830, where he lived with his fath­ 
er’* family until he was twenty 
years of age, when he bade his 
home folks adieu to try his fortune 
in the far west. 
Leaving his home 
in the early part of 1850 he went 
overland to California. 
Not liking 
the west as well as he had dreamed 
he would, he made his .w ay to 
South America. 
But finding noth­ 
ing there that promised 
him a 
great future, he came directly from 
thtitt; to Texas; going all this great 
d i^ ln c e from Illinois to California 
and from there to South America 
and back to Texas in less than one 
year from the time he left his 
parental roof. 
He first stopped in 
Grimes county, in the vicinity of 
what is now Iola. 
He first engag­ 
ed himself to do some carpenter 
work for the Rev. J. H. Neely in 
the year 1851. 
He taught school 
several sessions, and several of the 
gray headed grandfathers 
who 
now live in that vicinity were his 
former pupils, among whom are J. 
Nelson Mize and 
Hiram Chaney. 
Teaching school, 
merchandising 
and farming were his chief occupa­ 
tions for 
several 
years, during 
which time he, with his young 
wife and baby, visited his parents 
at the old home in Illinois, stop­ 
ping a part of one year in Kansas 
on his way back to Texas. 
After 
returning to Texas«he moved from 
Grimes up into Madison county, 
purchased and improved what is 
now known as the Walthall place 
on the extreme east end of Willow 
Hole prairie on the Bryan 
and 
Madisonville road. 
Here he lived 
as one of Madison county’s most 
prosperous farmers until 1870,when 
he moved to Brazos county and 
settled at the beautiful home on 
which he died near Wixon church. 
He was married in 1852 to Miss 
H arriett Neeley, who was the beau­ 
tiful and accomplished daughter 
of his first employer after coming 
to the state. 
To this happy union 
four children were born as follows: 
Mary, who died in Kansas at the 
age of two years; Isaac, who' died 
at the age of one year; H enry and 
Edwin, who survive 
him. 
The 
former now lives in Fort Worth, 
the latter being one of the foremost 
citizens as well as business men of 
Bryan. 
The mother of these child­ 
ren having died in 1882, Mr. Cren­ 
shaw was again married on July 
24, 1883, to Miss Mary E. Graham 
who also survives him, and was 
faithfully at his side when death 
took him so suddenly on Feb. 24, 
1905. 
He leaves, besides his two sons 
and faithful wife, two brothers and 
tour sisters, Frank and Isaac Cren­ 
shaw, Mrs. C. M. Hewett and Mrs. 
Lucetta W ilson of Illinois, Mrs. 
Mary Duncan of Kansas and Mrs. 
Lizzie Ward of Washington state. 
He joined the M. E. 
Church 
South about the year 1858 at Old 
Zion near Iola, Grimes 
county, 
where he retained his membership 
until he moved to this county and 
Wesson church 
was 
organized. 
He became a charter member ot 
that organization and proved him ­ 
self to be a faithful, 
consistent 
christian gentleman every day of 
his life after he joined the church 
until his death. 
In the Wesson 
cemetery he was lovingly laid to 
rest at IO o’clock Sunday, Feb. 26, 
1905, surrounded by one of the 
largest concourses 
of 
sorrowing 
neighbors and friends ever seen at 
luneral in our county. 
Thus 
closes the last chapter of the earth­ 
ly life of what we can truthfully 
call a great m an—not great in the 
sense that historians generally re­ 
cord 
the greatness of men,— not 
great in the sense that hero wor­ 
shipers consider great men; but 
great because he was good; great 
because he stood up like a man 
under every load of responsibility 
and met life’s ordeals as they came. 
And after he had borne them all 
manfully, faithfully, and patiently 
to the end of the way, he laid them 
down in the full triumph of a liv­ 
ing faith in that God whom he had 
loved and served so long and so 
well. 
Is 
there 
anything 
more 
beautiful in all this world than the 
long life of one of God’s faithful 
children that absolutely trium phs 
over everything in both life and 
death? 
It is the only success that 
any one can achieve here or here­ 
after. 
Of course we will miss his 
familiar form from our midst, his 
quiet unassuming manners and his 
kindly words of true friendship. 
But our hearts will always rejoice 
when we remember him as the true 
friend of the pure and the good and 
os being always found on the right 
side of every question that tended 
to make the world better and his 
fellowman happier. 
So then let us thank God for the 
life of Harrison Crenshaw. 
For 
its goodness, for its beauty and its j 
great success. 
May it be an inspi­ 


ration to all younger men, and 
through its influence may we be 
lifted to higher and nobler pu *
